A test for sewer gas, which hit* been ex- 
tensively recommended of late, consist* in 
exp-snng to the suspected atmosphere piece* 
of paper moistened witb a solution of sugar 
of lend Tbe piece* of paper arc supposed to 
Indicate the presence of the drondisl gas by 
1 turning black. Popular Science News now 
pronounce* this tost entirely unrelialile and 
only indicative of th* pnoeice of sulphuret- 
ted hydrogen, a very disagreeable gas. but 
notew|K*ciHlly dangerous In small quantities 
It i* true, according to the authority quoted, 
that the air of newer* usually contain* more 
or lew of thi* gar. but thi* I* not always the 
case, os such test papers have been exposed 
for hrif an hour over the open mouth of a 
very offensive sewer without the slightentdis- 
ooloration taking j-lacei There I* no definite 
test for sewer gas known, and It Is much bet- 
ter to avoid all possibility of It* presence 
than to dejend upon any chemical test* for 
indication* of iu existem-e.

Air will 
travel through the ground for some dts 
Uiiiee. and us it. invariably hecomes contam- 
inatisl by taking up carlsmic ncid gas in it-, 
passage it is not suitable for inhaling. The 
house nets ns a sucker on the ground, and if. 
unfortunately, the site is on ••made" ground 
—that is, eoinp.wed of nil the refuwsof a town 
—the ground air becomes tho medium of 
disease. No bou>es should Is* built without 
a well ventilated uir spuco between the earth 
and t he ground floor, iwjiecially if the layer 
j( concrete on t lie surface is omitted. The 
vails should lie Imilt of good hard burnt 
bricks or nou-|a>rous stones act in lime or 
cement nne’tar. Common under burnt 
bricks or |s irons stoin-s hold moisture which 
evaporates with the rise in tem)ieruture, and 
so chill* the air in the lion-*' 

The foundat.ons of the walls should rust ou 
thick be<ls of concrete I xsldod in tlm earth: 
and to prevent the ground damp rising Up 
! be walls, n damp proof course of slates in 
■•ement, or a 1**1 of asphalt should Is* laid iu 
the full thickness or width of the wall Just 
above the ground line. Dryness in this 
climate is so essential to health that any 
biiil ling which in its floors, walls, or roof 
sins by admitting moisture, should be re- 
jected ns a place of residence by those who 
value their health. 

Hints mi I lie < are of tlie Mrk. 

To change the covering* over the patient 
without ex)«ojure. .bmniul of Health ns\>ni- 
niends to Hr»t free them at the foot of tho 
Is* Is. spread the clean sheet over them, and 
cover with a blanket. These should Is* well 
tucked in at. the sides, and then the soiled 
clothing can lx* draw n down and removed at 
the foot. 

The same journal says that the rule never 
tonwul.cn a patient to administer food or 
medicines, while a very sensible one, admit* 
still of se\ era I exception*. There are easist 
where ivgularity must lx* observed, even at 
the expense of sleep In certain acute dis- 
eaee*. nmoiig them pneumonia, the stimulant 
and supisirtive treatment must lx< continu- 
«iu*. and the system constantly under its in 
fluencc. In such cases, if too loug an inter* al 
were allowed, a fatal depression might ensue 
in those whom the vital energies were taxed 
to their n truest by the intensity of the 
disease.

Al) intellectual exercise should be stop|xxi 
half an In mr before Ixsltiuie. A tumbler of 
milk, instead of the usual copious draughts 
of water, taken during sleeplessness*, will 
often help to overcome it.

Whore ice cannot be pnx-ured water may 
be cooled by wrapping tho pitcher contain- 
ing it in a towel of loose textqre which lia i 
t>een previously impregnated with ammo- 
nium nitrate land driedi and moistening thi: 
with water Pharmaceutical Era, which 
recommends this plan, savs tho same towel 
may be used repeatedly, lieicg dried thor 
oughly beforehand each time.
